When a bank is robbed and there is no

brilliant success. He seemed at the sum- 
mit of human happiness.

JOHN M0IR AS AN EOOENTKIO STU- 


DENT. 


Twenty years ago there were but few 


students at the University of Wisconsin. 
But among those few students were many 
who have since made a name in their va- 
rious lines of work. Among them came 
a queer genius, now John Muir, the nat- 
uralist. 
Where he came from I do not 


now know. He was of Scotch parentage, 
studious, industrious, inclined to have 
but few companions, yet social, was a 
lover of quiet fun and long rambles in the 
country, and, like many others who had 
their way to make, cooked his frugal 
meals in his room. In all these things, 
he was not singular; his remarkable trait 
was bis love of practical mechanics and 
invention. 


He seemed to need few tools; an axe, 


saw, jack-knife and gimlet were his chief 
weapons, while almost anything served as 
material; 
His clock served as a centre 


about which several of his most interest- 
ing-machines clustered. 
This was in the 


form of a scythe and snath, hung in an 
old, gnarled burr-oak grub, where Father 
Time is supposed to have left it. The 
scythe was split lengthwise, and in the 
opening thus formed was a train of wheels 
constituting the works. The motor was a 
heavy stone, concealed under the roots 
and moss, from which the clock rose on 
the table. The year, month, day, hour, 
minute and second were indicated by in- 
dex arrows on the various paper dials. 
The pendulum was also an arrow with a 
heavy copper point. 


His study-desk was provided with a 


spring trap-door, under which moved a 
rack in which his books were set up sep- 
arately on their backs. He arranged his 
study hours for each lesson and connected 
the machinery of his desk to the clock, 
so that at the appointed moment, the 
trap-door opened, dropped the book into 
its rapk, moved this along, threw up the 
next book and closed the trap under it. 
His bed was a machine, utterly destruc- 
tive to the "little more sleep" of the 
sluggard. It was hung on a pivot, and 
supported at such a height that when 
turned up, it stood nearly perpendicularly 
foot down.'

"MISSING LINKS."—A special discourse 


was given by Professor Huxley, at the 
Jubilee Meeting of the British Associa- 
tion, on the rise and progress of palaeon- 
tology, in which he dwelt on ihe strong 
reinforcement brought to the theory of 
organic evolution by the evidence of ex- 
tinct forms. In the early days of the 
"Origin of Species," Mr. Darwin's op- 
ponents raised objections on the score of 
"missing links." Since that time, as Pro- 
fessor Huxley pointed out, missing link 
after missing link between species, be- 
tween genera, nay, between seperate king- 
doms of the animal world, as they used to 
be reckoned, has been supplied by our 
improved knowledge of the geological re- 
cord. 
Professor Huxley reaffirmed, in 


short, the position which he took up in a 
discourse at the Poyal Institution last 
year—that if the doctrine of the varia- 
bility of species had not existed, the ad- 
vance of palaeontology alone would have 
made it necessary to invent it. At this 
very meeting, we may add, Professor 
Marsh of Yale described in the depart- 
ment of Biology certain fossil birds from 
the Jurassic formation of Colorado, which 
had so many reptilian characters that it 
is hard to say that they had quite left off 
being reptiles. 
This connection may

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The first colored man who ever went to 


Europe on a passport furnished by the 
United States Government, according to 
his own statement, was Robert Purvis, of 
Philadelphia. He applied for a passport, 
and received a scrap of paper bearing a 
few hurriedly written lines, signed by 
Louis McLane, then Secretary of State, 
and addressed to American consuls in 
Europe. "This brief little official docu- 
ment," says Mr. Purvis, "stated that I 
was a colored man, traveling in Europe, 
and it closed by expressing a hope that 
the persons to whom it was addressed 
would assist me, if I needed it during my 
travels. Being a native born American 
citizen, the tone of this note (for it did 
not have the slightest resemblance to a 
passport) made me very indignant." Mr. 
Purvis straightway handed the note to 
Mr. Robert Vaux, who said : "This is 
infamous; but I know President Jackson 
intimately, and I will see that you have a 
passport at once." Two or three days 
later, Mr. Vaux returned with a regular 
passport, signed by Andrew Jackson, 
President of the United States. Mr. 
Vaux said that, when he explained the 
case and handed him the note, President 
Jackson said- "3y the Eternal! It can't 
be possible that an officer of the United 
States would issue a thing like this and 
send a native-born citizen to a foreign 
country with it." A genuine passport was 
made out at once and it is still in Mr, 
Purvis's possession.

The peculiarities of day and night in

THAT THEY MKAX \VHA 


I HEY SAY. 


Parrots, starlings and jackdaws are no 


the only birdi that "talk." Birds no 
possessed of active power of melody arc 
usually gifted n ith varied abilities of ar 
ticulation. A liooded crow, for instance 
can produce *•> astonishing variety o 
complex noises from his throat, and liii 
talents only lack cultivation to enable him 
to giveutteranct to words; but hisnatura 
language is the very reverse of melodi- 
ous, and cannot, in any sense, be consid- 
ered a song. 
I have known a hoodec 


crow to say "papa" with great correct- 
ness, and what is more remarkable, he 
invariably applii d the name to its proper 
owner — not the hoodie's papa, but his 
master's. The --tarling talks very roughly 
indeed to his fellows, but lie is one of the 
best mimics we have, imitating the notes 
of other birds, uud even the human voice, 
with great accuracy. Magpies also can 
be taught to articulate with a tolerable 
degree of accur icy. The mocking bird, 
too, so well kriov n in some parts of the 
United States, liis no natural melody of 
his own, but he contrives to copy in a 
most faithful m inner of the songs of 
nearly all his feathered neighbors Curi- 
ously enough, tin- only case I have known 
of talking canaries occured in the west of 
Knglard, but I am not able to draw any 
conclusion of vulue from that circum- 
stances. 
It m iy be a coincidence, or 


there may possible be certain families 
settled in the wi st country whoie pecu- 
liar gift is to imitate with a fair amount 
of accuracy the Carious intonations of the 
human voice. A canary which was owned 
by a lady in Western super-Mare was ac- 
customed to hcui its mistress, nn invalid. 
•say, on conclusion of Its song 
"Oh, 


beauty ' beauty ' Sing that over again "' 
These words the bud picked up, and was 
soon able to rcpi at, but its education 
made no furthei progress, and no addi- 
tional words wcie acquired. The short 
sentence was ne\ or uttered save after a 
brilliant burst ol song. It is wholly in- 
correct to suppose that no meaning is ever 
attached by talk ing birds to such words 
or short sentence s as they may be able to 
pronounce. Tin well-known case of the 
Kdinburgh parrot whoso singular accom- 
plishments have already been noticed in 
more than one pi nodical, has settled the 
question once and forever.

amthcmas against any who dared to de- 
nounce it. But there came a day at last 
when men had to choose which should live 
and rule, that institution or this nation. 


The history of what followed is fresh 


in all minds, and little as the masses be- 
lieve it now, theie wiU come a time, if 
this monster in I' tab is left.to grow, when 
there will be another call for volunteers 
and for money; nnd, as before, tens of 
thousands of brave young men will go 
a»ay, never to return; as before, there 
will be an enormous debt incurred, as 
before, the country will be hillocked with 
graves, and the \\ hole land will be moist- 
ened by the rain of women's tears.—C. C.
